Prior to the start of every Monarchs home 
game, 20 young men gather there with one common E 
hockey. They walk through the big purple doors, adorned with the 
snarling lion Monarchs logo, to their respective locker that is clearly 
labeled with a shiny, metal plaque. There they find equipment neally 
taid out and a crisp, clean, purple jersey perfectly hung in preparation 
tor that night's game. They all suit up and walk through the runway to 
the bench, to take the ice as one team, united by the game they love. 


Underneath their almost identical purple jerseys, each player has 
qualities that are truly unique. Many of these unique features can be 
traced back to what part of the world they come from 


The players can be easily ca ! 
French-Canadians, Western-Canadians, Europeans, and Americans, 


with the one exception being the ) ri 
Ryan Flinn. They speak different languages, have different dialects and 


accents, and have different cultural norms. 


They get much enjoyment out of the fact that they are a diverse group, 


and do not hesitate to lightheartedly share some of their more inter- 
esting differences. 


Clothing Styles: 


One of the biggest differences between the groups is what style of 
clothing they wear. The American-born players see themselves as 
more laid back when it comes to fashion, sporting mostly sweatshirts 
and jeans. 


Jeff Giuliano, a New Hampshire native, can usually be seen wearing 
track pants that Monarchs captain Richard Seeley claims "Came 
straight out of Missy Elliot's closet."

There are times when other languages are spoken of course, but it is 
done respectfully. For example, if the French-Canadians are 
somewhere together, they will most likely speak French because it’s 
easier for them. However, if a non-French speaking teammate is with 
them, they speak English. They all agree that everyone on the team 
gets along, and they would never want someone to misunderstand 
what is being said. 


"When you don't know the language, it is easy to imagine what 
someone might be saying. You might even think it is about you. That 
is why we try to speak English as much as possible, so others can 
understand," says French-speaking Lehoux, a native of Quebec 
“Everybody is great. Sometimes we try to teach each other words in 
other languages too,” he adds. 


However, even when speaking English, there can be confusion based 
on where they came from.

Dr. Mellman introduced the young winger to the SportsTrac system, а 
PC-based system that measures results from a simple mental concen- 
tration and hand-eye coordination exercise. 


The rest, as they say, is history. The SportsTrac system is now a scien- 
tifically proven method of knowing where a user stands mentally and 
physically, and Rosa was the first beneficiary. In his first game with 
the Kings following his recovery, Rosa scored a pair of goals. He soon 
requested a system for his home computer, saying it aided his con- 
centration skills. 


Rosa was the first pro athlete to use the SportsTrac system, and now 
it's become a staple in the NHL, Major League Baseball, and the NCAA. 


Yanick Lehoux's statistics in the Quebec Major Junior Hockey League 
are legendary, but Lehoux was piling up good stats on and off the ice. 
Duning the 1999-2000 season, he was the recipient of the Marcel 
Robert Award, given to the scholastic player of the year in the OMJHL. 


Where did Lehoux shine in the classroom? His highest marks came in 
“Political Ideology and Systems.” A member of the committee who 
selected Lehoux for the honor said, “He impressed us by his great 
Capacity to synthesize his thoughts and his analysis of the situation.”
